Allied Planes Successfully Attack Tunis-Gabes Railway Line 
Skirting East Coast of Tunisia— Three Axis Transport

CAIRO, Dec. 9— Heavy Allied bombers, smashing a tell­ 
ing blow against the Axis-held I unisian naval base of Bizerte, 
scored a direct hit on an enemy destroyer and blasted a fuel 
dump and a large building, the Middle East high command 
revealed today. 
The docks and seaplane base at Bizerte also were heavily 
hit. 
The communique said other Allied planes successfully 
attacked the I unis-Gabes railway line skirting the east coast 
of Tunisia. 
I he Axis base of Misurata, I 30 miles east of 
I ripoli and airdromes near Horns, midway between Misurata 
and Tripoli, underwent attacks by heavy bombers. 
Long-range fighters, the communique said, attacked Axis 
transport planes off Lampedusa Island, shooting down three 
and destroying an escorting fighter. Other enemy planes were 
reported damaged. Two Allied planes were lost. Increased
